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Building 
of estate 
will start 
in weeks 

WORK on a multi-million 
pound development of 150 
homes on the site of a Stour¬ 
bridge business park will get 
under way within weeks. 

Taylor Wimpey is due to 
start buuilding on land at 
Sunrise Business Park in 
Wollaston. 

The project, which was 
unanimously backed by 
Dudley Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee last 
month, is expected to take 
three and a half years. 

Under the scheme 129 
three and four bedroom 
houses will be built and 21 
two-bedroom apartments in 
one three-storey block on 
the site off High Street. 

There will also be 354 
parking spaces around the 
site. The two halves of the 
development will be con¬ 
nected by a new bridge 
across the River Stour. 

Taylor Wimpey regional 
sales and marketing director 
Elaine Taylor said: “We are 
delighted to have received 
reserved matters planning 
approval for our new 
Doulton Brook development 
in Wollaston, and we are 
looking forward to unveiling 
this high-quality collection 
of new homes to local pur¬ 
chasers very soon. 

“We expect our temporary 
sales office to be up and 
running in early August 
with construction work 
starting later the same 
month.” 

£l8m project 
is under way 

WORK has begun on a £18 
million retirement vill-age 
on the site of a former school 
in Cradley. Once completed, 
it will offer 120 apartments 
along with facilities includ¬ 
ing a restaurant, gym, 
library and shop. 

The Midland Heart devel¬ 
opment being build on land 
where Cradley High School 
stood before it was demol¬ 
ished in 2010. 

Officials from the devel¬ 
oper along with cabinet 
member for adult and com¬ 
munity services, Councillor 
Dave Branwood gathered to 
mark the start of work on 
the project. 


PARKING CHANGE 
TO HELP TRADERS 


A DECISION to create extra parking 
spaces for shoppers visiting Lye High 
Street under new council plans have 
been welcomed 

Existing ‘loading only’ bays will be converted into 
parking spots where people can leave their cars for up 


to 30 minutes. 

Traders and councillors 
have called for the council to 
provide more parking for 
people visiting the shops. 

The move was welcomed 
as a boost for the town with 
calls made for additional 
long-stay parking to bring in 
more trade for shops and 
restaurants. 

Dudley Council’s Cabinet 
member for transport Coun¬ 
cillor Khurshid Ahmed said 
four new spaces would be 
created in the High Street. 

He added: “The need for 
more shoppers’ parking in 
Lye High Street has been 
identified by traders and 
ward councillors seeking to 
introduce more parking in 
terms of ‘limited waiting’ to 
facilitate a quick turn¬ 
around of spaces and to 
benefit customers visiting 
the shops. 

Benefit 

“Accordingly, a scheme 
was developed for the exist¬ 
ing ‘loading only’ parking 
bays to be reduced by half in 
length and converted to 30 
minutes limited waiting 
between 7am to 7pm to be 
consistent with other 
limited waiting in the High 
Street and to allow more 
time for customers visiting 
shops to load and unload.” 

Chairman of Lye Commu¬ 
nity Association and former 
Lye and Wollescote ward 
councillor Abdul Qadus wel¬ 
comed the move. 

“I think it’s a good idea to 
increase the parking. 

“But it would also be good 
to have more long-stay 
parking particularly for 
people visiting the many 
restaurants as they travel

from all over the place to 
Lye. This would also benefit 
shoppers,” he said. 

The council is also carry¬ 
ing out a review to see where 
it can create extra parking 
spaces in Stourbridge High 
Street. 

It follows complaints 
about cars clogging up resi¬ 
dential streets around the 
town centre. 

Margaret Scott, chairman 
of Stourbridge Township 
Council, had called for 
charges to be dropped at two 
car parks in Birmingham 
Street in a bit to attract visi¬ 
tors. 

She said cars line the 
streets which are in walking 
distance of the town centre 
such as Red Hill. 

But regeneration chief 
Judy Foster said the council 
had no plans to remove the 
charges in Birmingham 
Street. 

Meanwhile, a Conserva¬ 
tive councillor has called for 
parking charges across 
Dudley to be scrapped. 

Councillor Patrick Harley 
has pledged to stop charging 
at Dudley Council’s car 
parks if his group regains 
council control. 

He claims the move would 
help town centres and be 
paid for by a reduction in 
welfare bills. “Dudley, 
Stourbridge, Halesowen and 
Brierley Hill desperately 
need an injection of practical 
support,” he said. 

Council leader David 
Sparks said: “It is totally 
unrealistic to expect that we 
can reduce car parking 
charges without massive 
cuts elsewhere.”

DESIGNS have been unveiled for a 
sculpture to take pride of place outside 
Stourbridge Library as part of a £50 
million redevelopment project. 

Stourbridge-based artist Luke Perry 
has been commissioned by developers 
to create the piece of artwork. 

Work is progressing on the multi¬ 
million new Crown Centre which will 
include a Tesco supermarket. 

The sculpture will be installed 
outside the library’s new entrance 
once the development has been com¬ 
pleted. 

Mr Perry, who runs the not-for- 
profit company Industrial Heritage 
Stronghold which creates heritage- 
inspired public art, led a series of work¬ 
shops with children and adults at the 
library to discover people’s views and 


love of the town and its history. He has 
created a final artwork design that will 
take the form of hundreds of flying 
books, cut out of steel and suspended 
from the ceiling of the new Crown 
Centre. 

Many of the metal books will be cut 
through with designs based upon 
peoples’ love of the area and their 
passion for books and reading. 

Feature 

Characters from fiction will fly 
alongside personalities from the area 
through the new atrium which will be 
opened later this year. 

The base of the artwork will feature 
two life sized relief sculptures in steel 
of two children from St James’ 
Primary School, Wollaston. 

Annabelle Lily and Oscar Hamilton- 


Roderick took part in the project and 
were chosen by the artist to star in the 
artwork. 

Dressed in Victorian clothing, they 
will be captured in stainless steel when 
their metallic replicas will be set into to 
the wall of the new library entrance. 

The first pages and fictional charac¬ 
ters will emerge from the books Anna¬ 
belle and Oscar are holding as the 
pages wing their way to the ceiling. 

Dudley’s regeneration chief Council¬ 
lor Judy Foster said: “The design for 
this artwork has been truly community 
driven, and I think it’s fitting that two 
of our schoolchildren who have con¬ 
tributed to the design will be immor¬ 
talised in steel to provide an inspiring 
welcome to the library for their own 
and future generations.” 


Housing

A £2.1 million plan to build 
homes in two areas of 
Dudley borough has taken a 
step forward after funding 
was secured.

The adult and community 
services chief, Councillor 
Dave Branwood, said: “This 
announcement is excellent 
news.” 

He added:“New schemes 
like this will allow more and 
more people to enjoy the 
security of their own homes 
in a supported environment 
rather than being moved 
into residential care.” 

Councillor Steve Waltho, 
cabinet member for housing 
and community safety, 
added: “This announcement 
is a positive step forward to 
increasing available housing 
for our residents with learn¬ 
ing difficulties.” 

The phomes will be built 
on brownfield infill sites 
which have been chosen on 
the basis of appropriate loca¬ 
tion and closeness to local 
facilities and amenities, 
council bosses said.

Driver who rammed 
new police car jailed 


POLICE have welcomed the 
jailing of a disqualified driver who 
rammed a brand new patrol car. 

Moments before the smash in-car 
cameras recorded a discussion between 
motorway officers saying they hoped 
banned driver Chad Harrison would not 
shunt their BMW X5, delivered just days 
earlier as they attempted to pull him over. 

But when Harrison stopped in a lane near 
the A449 in Stourbridge he did exactly that, 
reversing his flat-bed truck into the 4x4 
twice and causing £5,000 worth of damage 
before speeding away and leading officers on 
a 20-mile pursuit. 

Police said Harrison, who was sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on July 16, 
has been jailed for 15 months and banned 
from the road for seven years. 

Patrol units were in the Stourbridge area 
on the evening of April 18 searching for a 
reported stolen vehicle when they spotted 
Harrison. But the truck Harrison was 
driving was not stolen. 

Pcs Dal Nijjar and Gareth Phillips were 
both injured when Harrison rammed the 
car, but they then pursued him until he 
crashed into the gates of Hunts Mill Nature 
Reserve off Coopers Bank Road, in Dudley. 

Appalling 

The West Midlands Police helicopter mon¬ 
itored Harrison’s movements as he fled on 
foot into woodland and led colleagues to the 
spot he where he was lying low in bushes. 

Harrison, aged 27, of Dudley Road, 
Kingswinford, admitted dangerous driving 
and driving while disqualified. 

Acting Sgt Robert Leaver, from the 
Central Motorways Police Group, said: “The 
public need protecting from people who 
drive in this manner and put other road 
users in danger; he’s rightly been jailed and 
should he be tempted to take to the roads at 
any stage over the next seven years he’s 
likely to find himself back behind bars.” 

He added: “Harrison has an appalling 
record of driving going back many years; on 
this occasion his reckless driving in a large 
commercial vehicle caused near carnage and 
caused thousands of pounds worth of 
damage. 

“He deliberately drove at a patrol car, 
injuring the officers, and then led police on 
a long pursuit during which he strayed onto 
the wrong side of carriageways and struck at 
least eight other vehicles. 

“The truck was in a poor condition and 
several of the cars were damaged after being 
struck by one of the truck’s stabiliser 
booms.”

Back-pain 
worker 
killed by 
overdose 

A FACTORY worker who 
suffered chronic back pain 
killed himself by taking an 
overdose of the medication 
for the condition. 

David Silvester, aged 44, 
died at his home, in Keyes 
Drive, Kingswinford, on 
February 26 Smethwick 
Coroners Court heard. 

A post mortem revealed a 
very high dose of pain relief 
tramadol in his system - 29 
milligrammes per litre of 
blood. 

Pathologist Swapna 
Ghosh told the inquest the 
level should have been less 
than one per cent and any 
level more than six mil¬ 
ligrammes per litre of blood 
was fatal. 

Mr Silvester’s wife Wendy, 
from who he was separated, 
said she had spoken to him 
the night before and he had 
been ‘all over the place’. 

The inquest also was told 
Mr Silvester had a history of 
chronic depression. 

His benefits were due to 
be withdrawn by the Depart¬ 
ment of Work and Pensions 
but he was appealing against 
the decision after getting a 
sick note from his doctor. 

Black Country Coroner 
Mr Robin Balmain recorded 
a verdict that Mr Silvester 
had killed himself.

Tourist's horror at seeing man plunge into sea

A STOURBRIDGE holidaymaker has described the 
sheer ‘horror’ of seeing an elderly man floating in the 
sea after plunging 12ft from a quayside as he was just 
about to board a cruise liner in Turkey. 

The 83-year-old man, who was rescued by crew from 
the MS Thomson Celebration cruise ship a week last 
Monday, is thought to have been peering at fish in the 
harbour at Marmaris when he slipped and plummeted 
into the Mediterranean. 

Ian White, aged 50, from Kinver Street, Wordsley, 
said today: “I saw him floating head up.” 

Mr White was about to board the Thomson Celebra¬ 
tion with his partner, Barbara Maltby, from Stour¬ 
bridge, when some members of the crew from the ship 
began running towards the scene. “I ran with them 


and saw the man floating on top of the water - he 
looked alive but in a bad way,” he said. 

“People were looking down from on deck and at 
ground level in utter horror. Barbara saw some girls 
who were hysterical about what was happening. 

“The crew went down on a permanently fixed wall 
ladder, dived into the sea and brought him up before 
putting him on a wheelchair. There was applause on 
deck at the end of the rescue.” 

Walking 

Mr White added: “I’m told the man, who was a lone 
traveller and thought to be British, is OK but has facial 
injuries caused by him hitting the water.” 

A spokesman for Thomson Cruises said: “A man was 


walking along the quayside prior to boarding, trying to 
peek into the sea, when he lost his footing and slipped 
in to the water. A couple of members of crew and a 
couple of shoreside workers dived in fully clothed and 
got him out. He is fine but shaken. 

“The man was taken to the onboard medical centre 
and then to a shoreside clinic for further tests. He will 
not be sailing now.” 

Mr White and his partner had just arrived in Mar¬ 
maris and were about to board the boat for their first 
ever cruise when the drama happened. 

The two-week cruise takes in Israel, Lesbos, the 
Greek mainland and Mykonos. It was also due to call 
in Egypt but that stop-over has been cancelled due to 
the political unrest in the country. 


Fraud shock of tenants who 
rent out their council homes 


TENANTS in Dudley are flouting laws by 
renting out their taxpayer-funded council 
homes to make money, it has been revealed. 

Dudley Council chiefs have launched more than 170 
housing fraud investigations in 12 months - and have hired 
a special officer to investigate any scams. 


Fifty tenants were caught 
breaking the rules with 
some sub-letting their 
homes to make money. 

Other cases included 
people who remained in a 
home without the council’s 
permission after the tenant 
had died. 

A total of 173 investiga¬ 
tions were carried out, with 
some still ongoing. 

Six people were axed from 
the council’s waiting list for 
properties after they made a 
‘fraudulent application’ 
during the 2012/13 financial 
year, council bosses said. 

Tackle 

Fifty-one of the cases were 
closed with no fraud being 
detected while the remain¬ 
ing investigations are con¬ 
tinuing. 

The figures were released 
in the council tenants 
annual report, which also 
revealed the authority has 
recruited a fraud officer to 
help improve its detection 
rate in the current 2013/14 
financial year. 

It is working with other 
organisations across the 
region to help tackle housing

fraud and has received Gov¬ 
ernment cash to continue its 
work. 

The report shows there 
has been a 10 per cent 
reduction in complaints 
received about the housing 
service, which looks after 
23,000 homes in the 
borough. 

The number dropped to 
278 from 310 in the previous 
year. 

In addition, the report 
includes details of the 
council’s investment pro¬ 
gramme, which shows £59.5 
million was spent on repairs 
and improvements during 
the 12 months. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, 
cabinet member for housing, 
said: “We have joined a 
regional group and are 
working with other local 
authorities and social 
housing providers to ensure 
a robust approach to preven¬ 
tion and detection of fraud 
across the housing stock in 
the West Midlands.”

Gareth and Aaron Att- 
wood struck after the inno¬ 
cent victim was spotted in 
the same street the day after 
the vandalism, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. 

The two men and their 46- 
year-old father Andrew gave 
chase in two cars trying to 
cut off his escape and three 
other people he had appar¬ 
ently been walking with. 

He was cornered in the 
Fens Pool Nature Reserve, 
Pensnett, and received a 
beating that left him with a 
double fracture of the jaw 
and a broken finger. He lost 
a tooth and was bruised. 

Gareth, aged 21, who lives 
with his father in nearby 
Fens Crescent, and 23-year- 
old Aaron, of Westwood 
Street, Brierley Hill, were 
convicted of wounding at an 
earlier trial and had been 
remanded in custody for 
sentencing. Their father was 
acquitted of wounding, but 
convicted of assaulting a 19- 
year-old youth. 

Chased 

Trouble flared on July 15 
last year, the day after 
stones had been thrown at 
the house, the court was 
told. Four youths were seen 
walking in Fens Crescent. 

They ran away after being 
confronted by members of 
the family, who chased and 
cornered the 16-year-old 
and the 19-year-old. The 
other two youths escaped. 

Mr Christopher O’Dris¬ 
coll, defending, said: “The 
16-year-old was hanging 
around with the wrong 
people on this occasion and

paid a very high price for 
that. Two of the other people 
who were with him were 
intending to cause more 
trouble for members of this 
family.” 

The brothers were each 
jailed for five years for 
wounding the 16-year old 
and their father received a 
six months for assault. 

Judge Michael Dudley 
told them: “The youngest 
victim was the innocent one 
in the group and was left in a 
terrible state when the two 
brothers had finished with 
him.” 

Afterwards the father of 
the vicitm, of Kingswinford, 
said: “He was so badly 
beaten up he was unrecog¬ 
nisable. He had never been 
involved in any stone throw¬ 
ing. “It was terrible. 

“Fortunately he is quite a 
confident young lad and I 
think he will come out of this 
all right although the jaw 
still gives him trouble over 
12 months later. 

“I do not care about the 
men who did this to him. 
Neither I nor my son knew 
anything about them before 
this happened. 

“All I was interested in 
was justice being done. ”

TWO young entrepreneurs, who faced a 
slice of trouble after opening a pizza shop 
with a logo similar to a celebrity magazine, 
look to have escaped the threat of legal 
action. 

Oliver Sutton and Katie Medley hit the 
headlines last month when their pizza shop 
in Hagley called OK! Pizza was brought to 
the attention of national magazine OK! 

The pair were told the name could be a 
possible trademark infringement because of 
their branding which looks like the logo of 
the magazine company. 

But a month on, the pair have heard 
nothing and on the back of a successful start 
to business, they are confident they can con¬ 
tinue to trade as OK! Pizza. They even have 


plans to expand further by setting up cater¬ 
ing stalls at music festivals next year, includ¬ 
ing V Festival in Staffordshire. 

The couple, who both went to Haybridge 
High School, Hagley, opened the pizza shop 
at the former bakery in Worcester Street 
earlier this year. 

Oliver looks after the operational side of 
the business while Katie is the cook. 

Challenging 

Miss Medley, aged 19, said: “We haven’t 
heard anything - we had a feeling this would 
happen and we could continue as we are. 
The first three months have been good. 

“It’s challenging starting a business from 
scratch, but we’re both coping OK. We are 


thinking of expanding further into festivals, 
so things are looking up.” 

Mr Sutton, 18, and Miss Medley claim to 
have chosen the design for the pizza shop’s 
logo because of the interest they have in 
celebrities.

Needless victims 
of blast honoured

Plaque is unveiled to the 
memory of thel 9 girls 
killed in factory explosion.

IT is remembered as the 
darkest episode in a Black 
Country town’s history, when 
19 young girls lost their lives in 
a devastating explosion. 

Now their needless loss of life has been 
commemorated with a Tipton Civic 
Society blue plaque near the site where 
the tragedy happened. 

The plaque has been placed at Tipton 
Toddlers Nursery on the corner of Dudley 
Port and Groveland Road, a second 
plaque has also been erected next to it to 
commemorate the site of Tipton’s last 
cinema. 

The Dudley Port factory employed 
dozens of girls to break up the live car¬ 
tridges left over from the First World War 
for scrap. 

But on March 6, 1922 at around 
11.45am one of the cartridges inexplica¬ 
bly went off, igniting or discharging 
several thousand others waiting to be 
dealt with. 

Dragged 

The explosion ripped through the L K 
Knowles factory in Groveland Road, 
where the young women worked, blowing 
the iron roof from the building and 
setting it on fire. 

A total 24 young girls were working at 
the time and the explosion killed all but 
five. 

The Chronicle’s sister paper, The 
Express & Star, covered the disaster and 
described how the panic-stricken girls 
tried to escape the inferno. Many had to 
be dragged from the burning building. 
Some were severely burned and injured. 

The report describes how Dudley’s 
Guest Hospital was stretched to its limit. 

In July of that year, following a court 
case, company manufacturer, John 


Walter Knowles, aged 55, was jailed for 
five years for manslaughter by Stafford¬ 
shire Assizes. 

A memorial was erected in 1924 at 
Tipton Cemetery, two years after the 
explosion and was given a clean-up in 
1994 and refurbished in 2010. But there 
has not been a memorial on the site of 
the explosion itself. 

Doreen Rushton, whose aunt Lizzy 
Williams died at the age of 13, attended 
the ceremony to unveil the plaques. 

Mrs Rushton, 69, of St Mark’s Road, 
Tipton, said: “She was my father’s sister, 
but he was only three at the time. When 
we were growing up they never really 
talked about it. 

“We had a photograph of her horse- 
drawn funeral carriage, and books from 
chapel which had been dedicated to her, 
but did not know much else. 

“The King had also written to my 


family expressing his condolences.” 

The grandmother-of-three, who 
attended the event with her sister Mavis 
Smith and cousins Jean Smith, Rita 
Kempson and Barbara Hughes, said: 
“We just felt it was important to go and 
remember Lizzy. 

“It was a terrible, horrendous 
tragedy, but it was lovely to have the cer¬ 
emony and remember her together.” 

Vice chairman of Tipton Civic Society 
Keith Hodgkins said: “It was an horrific 
tragedy, and the most tragic episode in 
Tipton’s recent history. 

“We felt it was very important to 
mark the spot where the tragedy hap¬ 
pened. 

The second blue plaque marks the site 
of the former The Alhambra cinema, 
which was built in 1933 and was once 
Tipton’s finest cinema. It closed in 
1963.

Hie changing face of an 
historic village property 


THE future of an historic 
Cheslyn Hay home is looking 
more secure, bringing an end to 
nearly a decade of decline. 

South Staffs Housing Association is 
converting Glenthorne House - one of the 
homes to the Hawkins’ family - into 11 
one-bedroom apartments. 

One of three purpose-built mansions for 
the family, Glenthorne was built around 
1889 by Thomas Albert Hawkins, son of 
Joseph Hawkins and owner of the Coppice 
Colliery. The land on which Glenthorne 
stands was originally the garden for 28 
High Street and owned by Henry Poyner 
in the early 1800s. By 1849 he had sold it 
to original colliery owner Edward Sayer. 

Life at Glenthorne for the servants 
involved long hours, arduous work and 
little pay serving Thomas Hawkins, ‘Mr 
Tom’ as he was known, his wife Alethea 
and their family. 

Thomas and Alethea had a daughter, 
also named Alethea (bl887), and two sons 
Osmond and Clarence. Both saw plenty of

active service, and Osmond, a Major, was 
badly injured with shrapnel wounds in 
June 1915 while commanding his platoon 
in the trenches and returned to England 
for hospital treatment. However Clarence, 
a Captain, paid the ultimate sacrifice and 
was killed in September 1917 aged just 28. 

As a memorial, Mr Tom had an etched 
glass window of his portrait on the door 
leading from the hall into the house. 

After the war, Osmond and his wife 
Marion Crutchley Hawkins (nee de Font- 
blanque) moved into the premises and it 
remained one of the three Hawkins’ resi¬ 
dences until Mr Tom and Alethea moved 
to Aldridge in the mid-20s, selling the 
snooker building to the left of Glenthorne 
House and the gardens to the rear to 
William Wollaston who converted it into a 
residential dwelling and moved in with his 
wife Sarah Ann. 

Prior to World War II, Glenthorne 
House was converted into three apart¬ 
ments and became home to the Hills, 


Worseys, Pearsons, Albert Parsons and 
Alice Holden. The former kitchen and 
servant areas also became residences. 

Thomas Hawkins died in 1936, but his 
nephew Sydney and his wife Henrietta 
moved in. Sydney had previously lived at 
28 High Street and ran a bakery there. 

At the start of World War II the house 
had been sold to Horace W Thomas who 
moved into the old snooker building. 
Around 1957 the house was sold to a Mr 
Hogens for £6,500 which finally brought to 
end the 70-year link between Glenthorne 
House and the Hawkins dynasty. 

South Staffs Council later bought Glen¬ 
thorne House and created five flats. Due to 
the poor state of the former snooker build¬ 
ing the council had to pull it down. 

In 1994 a mother and toddler woman’s 
refuge shelter was built where the gardens 
once flourished. It was sold on three years 
later to the housing association, which 
immediately closed down the shelter. 

With the high costs of maintaining the 
property, the house was closed and 
boarded up in early 2006.

Objectors labelled snobs 
as housing plan bached 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build 70 homes in Hagley, 
near Stourbridge, have been 
given the go-ahead - despite 
objections from hundreds of 
worried residents. 

Some of the objections raised to 
social housing were described as snob¬ 
bery. Bromsgrove District Council’s 
planning committee last week 
approved the scheme, off Western 
Road, close to where Cala is set to build 
more than 175 properties. 

Worcestershire county councillor 
Rachel Jenkins, fromHagley Action 


Group, which raised a 500-name peti¬ 
tion against the latest plan, said: “We 
would as a community accept that we 
have to have some social housing. 

“But we don’t want a development 
affecting the character of the area.” 

She suggested that some of the social 
housing requirements that are part of 
the scheme should be transferred over 
to developments nearer Bromsgrove, 
which she said had a greater need for 
affordable homes. 

As part of the project, thousands of 
pounds would be invested in the area 
by the developers, including more than 
£200,000 on local roads and nearly 
£50,000 for Hagley and Belbroughton 


medical centres. It would also see 
investment in schools as well as more 
parking in Hagley centre. 

Greg Mitchell, of planning consult¬ 
ants Peter Frampton, the firm behind 
the Western Road development, said it 
would lead to investment in the com¬ 
munity. 

Labour Councillor Christine 
McDonald said: “The report clearly 
shows that Hagley needs more afford¬ 
able homes. 

“The policy of having a 40 per cent 
target for affordable homes is to create 
a more mixed community. 

“And I’m afraid to say that some of 
these objections seem like snobbery.”

They were 
covered in anti-theft paint, 
which means it will be all 
over the people who took 
them.” 

More than half a dozen 
properties were targeted in 
the first raids in June. 

Terraced houses in nearby 
Clifton Street were among 
those hit. 

Mrs Pearce had been 
woken by a loud noise at 4am 
and when she went down¬ 
stairs she could smell gas. 
Fire crews from Dudley and 
Bilston were called to 
Clifton Street after resi¬ 
dents reported a strong 
smell of gas at 7am. 

They found strips of 
copper gas piping cut off on 
one end of the row of proper¬ 
ties. Police also attended as a 
precaution.

Anger ends traffic calming 


LONG-AWAITED work to alter 
controversial speed meas¬ 
ures in Kinver High Street, 
which were installed as part 
of £900,000 revamp, has 
started. 

Residents and traders have been 
calling for pinch points placed on the 
road to be scrapped. They said they 
have caused heavy congested and are 
confusing to drivers. 

Staffordshire County Council began 
work on a £50,000 scheme to alter the 
traffic calming measures last week. 


Workers are also making changes to 
the disabled parking, repaving and 
resurfacing footpaths and extending 
waiting restrictions. 

It is expected to take six weeks and 
council chiefs believe it will help to 
relieve congestion but warned of possi¬ 
ble disruption while it takes place. 

The pinch points were installed fol¬ 
lowing an improvement project in 2010 
but they sparked complaints. 

Cabinet member for transport, 
Councillor Simon Tagg, said: “These 
new measures will be of great help to 
both motorists and pedestrians, creat¬ 
ing a safer environment as well as 


improving traffic flow along the High 
Street.” 

He said following complaints, the 
council carried out a road safety review 
and set up a working group with vil¬ 
lagers and parish councillors. 

Kinver resident Bob Clarke, of Jenks 
Avenue, said he welcomed the changes. 
“These pinch points have been causing 
hold ups so it should make the traffic 
flow better,” he said. 

Following the completion of the first 
work in 2011, householders sent in 
their views on the scheme. Of the 252 
letters sent to Kinver Parish Council, 
202 criticised the pinch points.

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Volunteers to step up security 
at vandal-plagued churchyard 


SECURITY has been stepped up at a 
Dudley church following vandalism 
which has outraged campaigners 
working to reopen it. 

A family grave dating back 130 years was 
smashed in a recent attack and now the lychgate 
entrance to St John’s Church, Kates Hill has 
been covered in graffiti. 

The preservation group which is fundraising to 
enable the church to be used by the community 
appealed for volunteers to help patrol the 
grounds. 

Teams have been re-cruited to keep an eye out 


for troublemakers to protect the churchyard. 
They will be walking around the site, dressed in 
high visibility jackets and armed with cameras to 
record evidence, in a bid to deter thieves. 

Deb Brownlee, chairman of St John’s Church 
Preservation Group, said: “We are asking people 
to make a commitment of two hours a month to 
assist with this. 

“The grounds, and views are too beautiful and 
peaceful to have them spoilt by a handful of 
selfish, thoughtless, mannerless idiots.” 

Volunteers will also be briefed on the history of 
the building and the graveyard stories, so they 
can double as tour guides for visitors. The preser¬ 


vation group is waiting to hear whether it can 
lease the building from the Church Commission¬ 
ers as part of its plans to re-open it to the public. 

The stone which was damaged bore the names 
of Sarah Cautherington, who died on July 10, 
1884, in her 67th year; her husband James, who 
followed her to the grave, aged 77,12 years later, 
and their daughter Mary Ann Cautherington, 
who was 59 when she passed away in 1899.

THE driver of a car that knocked 
down a 21-year-old who died 
hours later of his injuries discov¬ 
ered what he had done the next 
morning on Facebook, an inquest 
has heard. 

Thomas Cox was hit by a car in Sedgley on 
the evening of his birthday, and died the fol¬ 
lowing morning, the inquest in Smethwick 
heard yesterday. 

Driver Ben Davies, who had failed to stop 
at the scene of the accident, told police the 
next day that he heard the ‘bang’ but ‘didn’t 
know what it was’ at the time. 

In the police interview which was read 
out at the hearing, Davies, of Old Park 
Road, Dudley, told officers: “I didn’t know 
what had happened until this morning, I 
saw it on Facebook.” 

He added that a friend had posted an 
appeal for the driver to come forward. 

He said: “It was just on there, it was on 
the news feed.” 

It was after seeing this appeal that he told 
his parents what had happened, and visited 
the police station. 

Appeared 

The hearing heard that no-one witnessed 
the hit-and-run collision which happened at 
around 11pm on November 17. 

Mr Cox, of Turton Road, Tipton, was dis¬ 
covered lying on the pavement, and he was 
taken to hospital. The ex-Willingsworth 
High School pupil died the next day from 
head injuries. 

During the police interview which was 
read out at the inquest, Davies said he was 
driving towards Dudley on Dudley Road, 
Sedgley, near the Leopard pub. 

The 21-year-old said: “It just appeared. I 
just hit it like. It was on my side of the car.” 

He told officers he didn’t have time to 
brake. He slowed down but did not stop. 

Assistant deputy coroner Angus Smillie 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

In April, Davies was jailed for 26 weeks 
after he admitted failing to stop at the scene 
of an accident.

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Date setfor hearing 
over tutor sackings 

A DATE has been set for an employment tribunal brought 
by four lecturers who were sacked by Halesowen College 
and have claimed unfair dismissal. 

David Muritu and Jason White together with two other 
tutors have lodged their case for an employment tribunal 
hearing in Birmingham to be heard on November 13. 

A 12,500-strong petition has been collected by members 
of the University and College Union in protest at the sack¬ 
ings. 

The lecturers have been holding talks with their solicitors 
since the decision to dismiss the four. 

Mr Muritu said the sacking had left him ‘in limbo’ for 
months but has now been able to find a new teaching post 
starting in September. 

College principal Keith Bate has said its stance was taken 
‘to address concerns about performance and attainment’ by 
students being taught by the tutors. 

The college said Mr Muritu did not perform to standards 
expected but the lecturer said that he was rated ‘good’. 


Call for better signs 
on sharp-bend road 

DRIVERS are putting lives at risk by failing to negotiate a 
sharp bend along a busy Dudley road properly - with cars 
regularly ploughing into a stone wall. 

At least one vehicle a week is miscalculating the bend, at 
the junction of Church Street and Temple Street, Gornal, 
and hitting the wall outside St Peter’s Church, according to 
residents. 

A footpath runs along the bend and people fear it is only 
a matter of time before a pedestrian is badly hurt or killed 
if the situation continues.

A THIEF removed a machine filled 
with packs of herbal viagra from 
the men’s toilets at a Stourbridge 
pub before walking off with it 
under his arm, a court heard. 

Sean Michael Fitzgerald tore the machine 
off the wall at the Britannia Pub, Wollaston 
High Street, at around 9.20pm on March 29. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard that the 
38-year-old had been caught on CCTV He 
had left the pub with the machine under his 
arm wrapped in a black plastic bag. 

The court was told last week that Fitzger¬ 
ald, of Armstrong Close, Stourbridge, had 
caused £50 damage to the wall. The 
machine was worth £100 and contained 
money and tablets totalling £120. 

He pleaded guilty to theft and was given a 
three-year conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay compensation of £220. 

He also has to pay a £100 towards the cost 
of the case and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Problems 

Mrs Lynda Gudgeon, prosecuting, said: 
“CCTV stills were viewed by police showing 
the defendant removing the machine from 
the wall and walking out of the pub. This 
was how he was identified by police.” 

Mr Mandeep Bassi, defending, said his 
client had rehabilitated himself from a drug 
addiction but now had problems with 
alcohol dependency. He said Fitzgerald was 
already serving a community order for an 
unrelated matter and urged the court to let 
this continue as he was getting help with his 
alcohol addiction. 

“He has been making great progress with 
this and has attended every session with the 
probation service,” he said. 

“This crime predates him being given this 
order. I would ask he be given the opportu¬ 
nity to continue getting help.” 

Magistrates agreed to this when sentenc¬ 
ing, giving credit for his guilty plea. 

Pub landlord Wayne Etheridge previ¬ 
ously said he had been left “shocked” by the 
theft and had never known anything like it.

P rostate cancer is now the most 
common cancer to affect men in this 
country. 41,000 new cases are diagnosed 
each year - approximately 160 every 
working day.10,000 men are dying of this 
disease each year - i.e. on average one 
every hour or the equivalent of a Jumbo 
Jet full of men crashing every ten days. It 
becomes more common with increasing 
age (it is unusual in men under 45 years) 
and is more common when there is a 
family history of prostate cancer and in 
men of Afro-Caribbean origin. 


Many men are unaware of this potential 
killer and think that increasing urinary 
symptoms are part of getting older but by 
the time prostate cancer starts to produce 
symptoms it can be too late to offer a cure. 
The earliest symptom of curable prostate 
cancer is to have no symptoms at all and 
so how can this disease be found at such 
an early and treatable stage? 

Unfortunately there is no perfect 
clinical test yet available to diagnose 
prostate cancer but a simple blood test 


of benign enlargement of the prostate or 
infection within the prostate or bladder. 
It is also possible to have a “normal” 
P.S.A. level and still have potentially 
serious disease within the prostate gland. 
However, a P.S.A. blood test can also act 
as an indicator of early curable prostate 
cancer. 

The newly formed Worcestershire 
Prostate Awareness Group is a small 
charity run by volunteers with the help 
of a Consultant Urologist and receives 
sponsorship from local businesses and 


companies. The charity visits venues in 
Worcestershire and surrounding areas 
offering men a free pin-prick blood test 
which will measure the level of P.S.A. 
and give a result within about ten minutes. 
The Consultant Urological Surgeon, Mr 
D.C.Baxter-Smith is present at each event 
to talk confidentially to any man who 
wishes to.

David looks for answers 
following a tragic event 


T he makers of Southcliffe must 
have been kicking themselves 
when they saw Broadchurch. 
Like the hit ITV drama, it’s set in a 
small, close-knit, fictional town. 

It features a tragic event that rips 
the soul out of a marriage, a 
national news reporter on the hunt 
for answers, and a community torn 
apart. 

So, you could say that the 
producers of this new, four-part 
drama had their thunder stolen 
somewhat. However, once you get 
into the plot and characters, it’s clear 
that actually, the similarities are 
superficial - unlike Broadchurch, it’s 
not a whodunit; the killer is known 
right from the start - and it’s more 
than capable of standing on its own 
two feet and winning a new set of 
fans. 

Written by Tony Grisoni, who also 
penned Channel 4’s adaptations of 
David Peace’s Red Riding novels, it 
was directed by Sean Durkin, who 
came to prominence thanks to his 
acclaimed film Martha Marcy May 
Marlene. 

Although many assumed he’d be 


off to Hollywood to make something 
on a massive budget, Durkin 
preferred to return to the UK. 

“I love being in the UK,” he 
says. “I have lived in New York for 18 
years, but coming back to England 
feels like home, and I have the 
chance to catch up with a few 
Arsenal games! 

‘The whole preconception that 
making TV is different to film is 
ridiculous. You’re filming drama with 
great actors, so there is absolutely 
no difference. 

‘All I ever want to do is create 
truthful moment after truthful 
moment. That’s what directing is 
about; capturing something that is 
honest and engaging. I hope I have 
done that.” 

Southcliffe begins at dawn one 
morning, with the sound of 
gunshots. It seems that somebody 
has randomly opened fire on several 
locals, killing them and leaving their 
friends and relatives shocked and 
unable to deal with the tragedy. 

As they attempt to handle their 
grief, reporter David Whitehead 
returns to Southcliffe, the town 


where he grew up, in an attempt to 
find out what sparked the incident, 
and to deal with ghosts from his 
past. 

“Southcliffe is not the story of the 
killer,” explains Durkin. “It’s the story 
of the journalist who goes back to 
report on the tragedy, and it’s also 
about the people left behind, the 
community. It’s about ordinary 
people.” 

Rory Kinnear plays the reporter in 
question, while the ‘ordinary people’ 
are portrayed by such luminaries as 
Eddie Marsan, Shirley Henderson 
and Sean Harris. 

“I formed some fantastic 
relationships with both the cast and 
crew,” claims the director. “When I 
started work on Southcliffe I didn’t 
know anyone at all so it was like 
starting at a new school. 

“Luckily for me, we had an 
incredible cast and crew working on 
this project and as a result of 
everyone being so collaborative and 
open it was a wonderful experience.” 

And in the process, he’s managed 
to whitewash our memories of 
Broadchurch - for now, at least.

Plenty of style with ADAM that's full of gizmos 




IF YOU fall into the style conscious 
bracket and need a car that offers 
unprecedented levels of personali¬ 
sation Vauxhall’s new city car ADAM 
could be up your street. 

The all-new ADAM has been getting mixed 
reviews but it does offer A-segment customers 
the chance to create a really bespoke option. 

And ADAM has scooped the best interior 
design in a production car award at the Auto¬ 
motive Interiors EXPO 2013, beating stiff com¬ 
petition from the Alfa 4C, Jaguar F-Type, 
Renault Clio and the new Range Rover. 

The tiny lifestyle car offers endless combina¬ 
tions for interior-styling and is Vauxhall’s first 
entrant into a segment which has grown by 30 
per cent since 2000. 

Personalisation begins with the selection of 
one of three trim levels - JAM, GLAM and 
SLAM. The next level of customisation comes 
with the addition of option packs, and from here 
the possibilities are endless, with the choice of 
12 body colours, 15 seat designs, 20 alloy wheel 
styles, three printed headliners and no less than 
18 interior decor panels. 

The little Vauxhall also benefits from much 
higher levels of technology than in many com¬ 
petitors including IntelliLink, a new infotain¬ 


ment system which integrates the driver’s 
smart phone and makes internet based applica¬ 
tions available on the fascia mounted touch 
screen. 

Other features include a new-generation 
Park Assist that automatically parks the car, a 
Side Blind Spot Alert and a power steering 
system including a ‘light touch’ CITY mode. 

The ADAM gets top marks for appearance 
and gizmo packs but looks don’t mean every¬ 
thing and the ride is too firm, handling isn’t 


assured and while the driving position is good, 
with loads of adjustment, you wouldn’t want to 
travel far as a rear seat passenger. 

Boot space is also poor and get nowhere near 
the golf club test, would disappoint the busy 
shopper and compares badly against the oppo¬ 
sition. Steering on the GLAM 1.4i on test was 
responsive at low speeds but there was a bit too 
much rear-end twitching in bends for my liking 
and low gearing meant plenty of noise at high 
speed. All ADAMS come with stability control 


and six airbags, two in the front, two at the side 
and a pair of curtain ‘bags, ESP and ABS. 

You get air-con, Bluetooth, a DAB radio as 
standard, steering wheel mounted audio con¬ 
trols, cruise control and trip computer. 

The on-the-road price of the test model was 
£13,270 but IntelliLinks costs an extra £275, 
paintwork £250, leather pack £900, 17inch 
alloy wheels £400, a multi-coloured interior 
light pack £125, tyre pressure monitoring £200 
and floor mats £50 which pushes the cost up to 


£15,470 - a lot of money for such a small car. 

A start-stop system helps the ADAM produce 
55.4mpg on the combined cycle and you can get 
0-62mph in 12.5secs and a top speed of 
109mph - though I wouldn’t recommend trav¬ 
elling at that speed in this model. 

There’s probably enough people out there 
who will be tempted by the individual design 
aspects of this model to keep Vauxhall happy 
and the company does need to compete in the 
A-segment.

Production

MGF in Flame Red Chassis No. 000251 
and until recently sat alongside them 
was the MG TF LE500 in Vibrant 
Orange Chassis No. 000251. 

This very special MG has the 
number 1 of 500 on a plaque between 
the front seats and is sort of rarity that 
comes for sale only once in a blue 
moon.” 

The history of starting the very first 
of each new model with chassis No. 
000251 goes back to the 1920s, and 
when MG moved to their new factory in 
1929 they even had the telephone 
number Abingdon 251. 

John said that the car was offered up 
at auction to dealers by MG to the 
highest bidder 18 months ago. He put 



in a bid on behalf of the garage and 
then thought little of it until two weeks 
later when he was told he had won it. “I 
thought I would like to keep it but I’ve 
already got three MGs. 

Then I thought it would be nice to 
find a way for somebody to own the car 
without having to outlay a lot of 
money.” Built in 2008 the car had 
remained brand new and unregistered 
at The Visitors Centre. 

The garage hoped to recoupe the cost 
of it by selling 850 tickets at £20 a head.

The flust estate! - Seat unveils 
Leon with more luggage space 


SEAT has released pictures of 
the first-ever Leon estate, 
which comes with signifi¬ 
cantly more luggage space 
than the hatchback. 

The stunning new Leon ST’s 587- 
litre boot is almost exactly the same 
volume as the Skoda Octavia hatch¬ 
back. That also makes it just 23 litres 
short of the load volume found in the 
Octavia estate and gives it a new 
dimension of practicality, especially 
considering its dual-level floor. 

Otherwise, the car is broadly similar 
to the five-door Leon, albeit with a new, 
greater range of hi-tech options. Adap¬ 
tive Cruise Control (ACC), Adaptive 


Chassis Control (DCC) and Progres¬ 
sive Steering will all be on the Leon 
ST’s options list, although only for 
certain trim grades. 

The engine choices will be familiar, 
ranging from the 1.2-litre TSI petrol 
with 104bhp to the 181bhp 2.0-litre 
diesel. 

Recovery 

Every engine will have stop-start 
and energy recovery systems and even 
the cheapest petrol engine will be 
capable of more than 57mpg. 

The diesel range starts with a 
104bhp 1.6 capable of close to 70mpg- 
although a final figure has yet to be 
confirmed. The 2.0-litre diesels, with 


148bhp and 181bhp, achieve 68.9mpg 
and 65.7mpg respectively. Both are in 
band B for road tax, attracting no 
charge in the first year and just £20 
after that. 

Seat has also confirmed that the 
Leon ST will weigh just 45kg more 
than the hatchback, thanks to intelli¬ 
gent use of lightweight materials and 
construction techniques. Seat claims 
that it’s the lightest estate in its class 
at 1,233kg. 

No comment is available on prices 
yet, with Seat insisting the financial 
aspects will be confirmed in the coming 
weeks, but dealers are expecting a hike 
of around £800 over the five-door 
hatchback. 


Central control unit to 
aid electric-car drivers 


THINK of Continental and what comes to 
mind? Tyres, obviously, but what else? Maybe 
the old advert with the BMW on the rooftop, 
or maybe football - after all, Continental 
sponsors a lot of European competitions. 

But when you jump into your car, very few people will 
have any idea just how much of its internal bits and pieces 
are actually made by Continental. Braking systems, large 
colour touch-screen interfaces, stability control units - Con¬ 
tinental makes all of them as raw functional units that man¬ 
ufacturers buy in bulk before adapting them to suit their 
branding, software and fitment specifics. 

One of the main areas the company works in is future 
digital displays for cars, with a major branch looking at 
systems for electric cars. 

Range anxiety is a key obstacle to electric car ownership; 
that irrational feeling that you might just run out of power 
before you get to where you’re going. 

Continental has developed a central control unit as part 
of an initiative called Simplify your Drive. The unit sits on 
an electric car’s centre console in whatever housing an indi¬ 
vidual manufacturer wants to give it. 

Sophisticated 

Essentially it links to all the car’s electronic systems and 
adds a sophisticated new forward-thinking range calculator 
to really minimise the chances of running out of electricity - 
or to maximise the car’s potential range, depending on your 
point of view. 

Using a route planned into a satellite navigation system, 
the new Continental system accesses topography and road 
network data to assess how efficiently the car will be able to 
make it along the route based on your driving style, so you 
get a much clearer picture that only changes if your own 
driving suddenly becomes less efficient. 

But that’s not where it stops. If there isn’t enough elec¬ 
tricity to make it to the journey’s end, the driver gets a list 
of options. Do you want to find a charger, return home or 
simply turn a bundle of energy-sapping electrical systems 
off? You get this choice in plenty of time for it to make a sig¬ 
nificant difference to your range, and there’s no doubt it 
could help avoid a sincerely embarrassing breakdown. 

There are different driving profiles within Continental’s 
prototype, with different defaults set. For example there’s a 
City profile where if charge is short, you’ll be told and given 
the option to go back home, where you’ll presumably have

a charging socket. These driving profiles change the way the 
entire dashboard looks. There are no dials in the traditional 
sense - but the 12.3in screen can display digital versions if 
you like. This display unit, in tandem with the one in the 
centre console, can theoretically display a limitless number 
of readouts in whatever way an individual manufacturer 
chooses, just like a TV In fact, these screens genuinely can 
display TV 

Slipping off on a tangent for a second, you can even use 
hand motions to transfer a readout - like the TV - from one 
screen to another. Not the best idea at 70mph down the Ml, 
but if all you’re doing is waiting outside your kids’ school at 
home time, you could catch up on the news - or put a cheeky 
bit of Wimbledon on. 

What Continental has done is to take initially simple con¬ 
cepts and let its engineers’ imaginations run wild. The func¬ 
tionality is being developed to the nth degree and it won’t 
be long before these things materialise on cars around the 
globe, under fancy new names and cleverly disguised as 
manufacturers’ own products.
